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New Doctor chair hopes to complete 
book on Canadian deaf heritage 


Gallaudet University’s 1990-91 
Powrie V. Doctor Chair of Deaf 
Studies Clifton Carbin is looking at the 
year ahead with a single-minded pur- 
pose: He plans to complete the 
manuscript for his book, Deaf Heritage 
in Canada. 

The chair, established in 1971 in 
memory of Dr. Powrie V. Doctor, a 
Gallaudet professor, enables prominent 
people in the area of deafness studies 
to undertake projects here. It is ad- 
ministered by Graduate Studies and 
Research. 

Carbin, Class of ’71, is now on leave 
from his position as executive director 
of the Deaf Children’s Society of British 
Columbia in Vancouver. He began 
work on Deaf Heritage in Canada in 
the early 1980s, but much of the early 
years were spent obtaining financial 
support for the project. It is now fund- 
ed largely by the Canadian Cultural 
Society of the Deaf and has also 
received funding from the Canadian 
federal government. 

Until now, however, Carbin’s 
research into the history of deaf Cana- 
dians has always had to take a back 
seat to his full-time job and responsibili- 
ties as a husband, father, and member 
of the Canadian deaf community. 

“Every time I'd start [working on the 
book] again it was hard to remember 
where I had stopped, where I| had put 
the information, and my work was not 
consistent,” said Carbin. “That’s one of 
the reasons I’m here today, so I can 
work on the book without having to do 
another job.” 

Carbin has moved 15 to 20 boxes of 
files and materials, including his own 
computer, into his Fay House office

and his apartment. He also expects to 
use the phone, mail, and trips to 
Canada to gather and verify infor- 
mation. 

The search for information, so far, 
has been a frustrating one. Unlike the 
United States, which has Gallaudet 
University’s archives as a central 
resource for information about deaf 
people, Canada has no such central 
collection. Many leaders in Canada’s 
deaf communities kept records of deaf 
club members and events in their 
homes, but the records often were 
thrown out by unknowing relatives after 
the deaf person died, he said. 

At one prominent 130-year-old 
school for deaf students in Canada, 
Carbin found only one five-inch-thick 
folder instead of the three to four filing 
cabinets he had expected to find. 

“T think the problem with a lot of in- 
formation on the history of deaf people 
[in Canada] is that when oralism came 
in the early 1890s, many deaf teachers 
lost their jobs. From that point on, the 
schools had many hearing teachers 
who were not sensitive to deaf history 
and deaf materials, so they didn’t save 
them,” said Carbin. 

But cultural awareness among deaf 
Canadians has been growing since the 
establishment of the Canadian Cultural 
Society of the Deaf in the early 1970s, 
said Carbin, as has its members’ politi- 
cal involvement. 

A deaf Canadian was recently elect- 
ed to public office in Ontario. Gary 
Malkowski, Class of ’81, is the first 
deaf elected Member of Provincial 
Parliament in Canada. “I think people 
saw and relate to what happened with 
the Deaf President Now movement 
here,” said Carbin. “They saw the

Plenary sessions, concurrent sessions, 
workshops, posters, and exhibits will 
focus on topics such as initiatives in 
deaf studies programs, curriculum de- 
velopment and implementation, deaf 
history, folklore and literature, history 
and study of ASL, empowerment, poli- 
cy decisions and implementation, and 
implications of cross-cultural communi- 
cation between hearing and deaf 
cultures. 

Invited speakers include Dr. Harvey 
Corson, Gallaudet provost; Dr. Yerker 
Andersson, professor of sociology; Md 
Bienvenu, co-director of The Bicultural 
Center; and Dr. Barbara Kannapell, 
deaf studies consultant. 

The call for papers incorporates vari- 
ous formats, including lectures, panels, 
and small group workshops. Topics of 
interest include a variety of model pro- 
grams, curriculum development, and 
administrative concerns. These topics 
may address educational needs of ages 
ranging from kindergarten to adults. 

Proposals are limited to two pages 
and must be postmarked by Nov. 1. A 
program abstract of 35 to 50 words, to 
be printed in the program conference 
book, also should be included. In- 
dividuals making presentations will be 
responsible for their own expenses and 
registration fee.

The Brentwood Road gate at the 
MSSD entrance to Gallaudet is being 
closed until further notice, according to 
the Department of Safety and Security 
(DOSS).

The method of making calls in the 
Washington, D.C., metropolitan area is 
scheduled to change on Monday, Oct.
